The  ninth  annual  session  of  the  Atlantic

Cranston  presiding.

EDUCATIONAL  SESSION.  SATURT-AY,  OCT.  21  1905. 

AfTIGLE  1.  The  name  of  this  corporation 
shall  be  THE  GRAHAM  COLLEGIAT&  INSTITUTE. 

2m     The  purposes  of  this  corpora cion  shall 
be  for  the  better  education  of  the  youth  of 
both  sexes,  and  its  operations  shall  be  carried 
on  under  the  direction  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  through  its  constituted  authority 
in  the  patronizing  territory  of  the  Institution. 

S.  The  management  of  the  Institution  shall 
be  vested  in  a  board  of  nine  Trustees,  to  be 
elected  by  the  Atlantic  Mission  Conference,  or 
its  successors;  at  least  two-thirds  of  whom 
shall  be  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  Three  of  these  lYustees  shall  be  elected 
for  one  year,  three  for  two  years  and  three  for 
three  years.  Vacancies  in  this  borad  occurring 
by  death  or  resignation,  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Atlantic  Mssion  Conference  or  its  successors 
in  the  territory  naw  occupied  by  this  Conference 

as  the  same  may  be  hereafter  determined  by 


the  G'sneral  Conf9r'=5nce  of  the  Methodist  Ep- 
iscopal Church. 

4.  The  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  buy, 
hold  and  dispose  of  such  real  estate  and  other 
property  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  this  organization;  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  and  to  transact  any  other  business  that 
ordinariliy  belongs  to  institutions  of  like 
character.
